Thestatelicense will bepaid, nocounty license 
or bond required, and the charge for stor­ 
age be the same as for the two years past, 
instead of the two prices fixed in the law of 
last winter, which are claimed to bs unrea­ 
sonably low. Under this compromise the 
elevators of South D akota will probably 
soon become public warehouses, and will bs 
conducted as heretofore.

In Europe the chief source 
of the supply of ammonia up to

Egypt.

was 
made originally from camel’s dung 
collected in the neighborhood of the 
temple of Jupiter Ammon, hence the 
name 
ammonia. 
The droppings 
were collected in March and April by 
Arabs, then dried an« l burned an« l 
the soot collected. This was sold to 
merchants, and ammonia wascol- 
lected iron» the soot by a chejnicul 
process. 
It is now almost entirely 
made from crude g as liquor in illu­ 
minating gas manufactories. Only 
half as tiiui-li ammonia is rtiade in 
summer as in winter. 
Hence ammo- ! 
iiia is always more costly in summer. | 
Furthermore ammonia is extensive- 
j 
ly used in the manufacture ofarti-j 
ficial ice.—New York Sun.

DOINGS OF CONGRESS 


Wliat our National Lawmakers 
Have Been Doing the 
Past Week. 


SENATE. 
Th* senate devoted the day to eulogies of 
the late Senator Berk and adopted resolu­ 
tions upon his death. 
The most, notable ad­ 
dress was that of Senator Ingalls. 
The am endm ent to the tariff bill placing 
twine on the free list m ay pass the senate! 
The Northwestern senators will nearly all 
favor it, and either in speeches or rotes 
support it. 
This am endm ent already has 
the outspoken support of Senators Davis 
and 
Washburn 
of M innesota. 
Casey of 
North D akota and Spooner of W isconsin. 
HO USE. 
The house debated at great length the bill 
defining lard 
Mr. H ayes of lon u moved to 
amend by striking out all after the first 
section, defining lard, and inserting the pro­ 
visions of the Paddork bill. 
A third reading and engrossm ent of the 
bill was ordered by a vote of 117 to 77. and 
subsequently, after m otions to reconsider 
and com m it to the com m ittee with instruc­ 
tions hail been vie eated, the vote on the pass­ 
age of the bill stood: 
Teas. 11; nays. 4 0 — 
no quorum. 
The bill will come op for final 
passage again. 
SENATE. 
Senator P latt laid be ore the senate a let­ 
ter from the secretary ot the interior, trans­ 
m itting a telegram from Special Land In­ 
spector Newham concerning the destitution 
in Oklahoma. 
The senate com m ittee on postal affairs de­ 
cided to make the bill to extend the free de­ 
livery system apply to cities of 5,000 inhab­ 
its ots, or to cities where the postal receipts 
am onnt to $5,000. 
The bankruptcy bill will be reported to the 
senate favorably with certain amendments 
It is understood th a t an effort will be made 
to pass the bill at this sessionof congress. 
HOUSE. 
An agreement has been finally reached by 
the sundry eivil bill conierrees upon the par­ 
agraphs 
relating 
to the irrigation and 
public land surveys, the sole subject of dis­ 
pute between the tw o houses for several 
weeks. 
For the survey of the public lands, 
the house appropriated $200,000; the senate 
■n"-eased the am ount to $ 6 0 0 ,000. 
The 
• ’derreeR fixed it at $425,000. 
Mr. O’Neill of Pennsylvania announced the 
Red len death of his colleague, Lewis F. W at­ 
son in a feeling manner, and offered suitable 
resolutions, which were adopted. 
After the 
appointm ent of a funeral com m ittee the 
house adjourned as a mark of respect to tb* 
memory ot the deceased. 
SEN ATE. 
The senate by unanim ous consent agreed 
to the proposition of Mr. Aldrich in regard 
to dosing debate on the tarrif bill and taking 
a vote on the measure Sept. 8. 
The tariff bill was then taken up, the 
question being on the lead paragraph. 
Senator-P lu m b informed 
the senate that 
lie proposed to subm it an amendment to tbe 
tariff bill to place w hite pine lumber on the 
free list, and he indicated th a t he would have 
som ething to say iu favor of th at proposi­ 
tion.
